sent  home  as  souvenirs.  He  advised  that  such 
guns  should  be  used"' as  souvenirs  only  unless 
toe  owner  has  toe  advice  of  a thoroughly  comf 
petent  expert  on  small  arms. 

Although  both  German  and  Japanese  milir 
tary  small  arms  are  rugged  and  dependable 
weapons  when  properly  assembled  and  the  Ger- 
man Mauser  action— toe  type  used  on  toe 
Springfield  Rifle— is  recognized  as  the  most 
dependable  bolt  action  in  the  world,  Mr.  Patter- 
son-pointed  out  that  the  danger  in  using  such’ 
weapons  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  toe  guns 
being  returned  are  improperly  assembled.  j 
Oftentimes  toe  . improper  assembly  results 
from  toe  substitution  of  parts  by  toe  American 
soldier  in  an  attempt  to  make  a rusted  bolt  ctr 
some  other  part  of  the  weapon  work  better.  In 
such  instances,  Mr.  Patterson,  stated,  “even  if 
standard  German  military  ammunition  is  used- 
toe1  cartridge  case  may  be  1 ruptured  and  the

Speaking  of  German  sporting  arms,  toe.  Seq- 
retary  said  that  an  attempt  to  use  in  toe  Gerr
